in the world than there used ta be, inlelU- 
genco on all subjects, good, I""1ilml "I'Hil'et- 
ent. The public press, schools, elmvclics, 
misiioiu, commerce, riiaiitnlile and philan- 
thropic associations, have all aided in, and 
been lecrproKiI/v aided by, the 
dill'usion of 


knowledge; a«d yet it is only n comparative- 


ly (mall por"'0" °' l'lc eii'th that can fairly 
claim to be civilized and enlightened. 
"The 


nations that sit in darkness" are still numer- 
ous and populous, ihc followers of Brahma, 
Mahomet, and other "blind guides" form 
at this hour by far the greater proportion of 
the human race. 


We alluded, a fc\v days since, to the 


vague and slipshod way in which even peo- 
ple of more than ordinary intelligence are 
accustomed 10 talk relative to the crime of 
"Treason" without apparently, any clear 
and 
definite knowledgo of the subject, 


though it is probable that there is some 
knavery as well as much ignorance exhibi- 
ted in regard to it by those who ought to 
kno\? and do a great deal better. 
Hut 


there is the same imperfect and superficial 
knowledge often observable, in reference to 
a thousand matters of general interest. — 
With all the facilities at hand for accurate 
information, it is a deplorable fact that tin 
mass of tiie people do not suih'eieutly in- 
vestigate, or carefully observe, or half re- 
member ; and this popular neglect pertains, 
as often as any way, to subjects upon which 
every citizen should be correctly and fully 
informed. 


Asa brief iUu stration. A friend of ours, 


being on a short trip by railroad the other 
day, a respectable looking passen ger. who 
sat near, was talking "rather large" to some 
of those abDiit him on the evils of foreign 
immigration : "Why (said he,) there are 
more than ten millions of foreigners now in 
our country,and they are coming over all the 
while at the rate ofmorellian a million a 
year.'" Our friend, who happened to know 
that here were two regular whoppers in one 
sentence, ventured to suggest that the gentle- 
man was in error, bnt Sir Shallow put on an 
air of confident assurance, and reiterated 
his absurb statements with great emphasis, 
nor would he listen .to anything in the 
shape of factor reason on the subject.

hail any correct knowledge of what he wis 
so pompously.talking about, liewoulu have 
Jinev, n that by the last U. S. census,the ivhole 
foreign-i)orn population of the Union was 
only a,210,839, or considerably-less than 
Two Millions and a quarter ; while there 
has been no sneh thing as half a million ol 
foreign emigrants arriving in our country, 
in any one year, since the organization ol 
our Federal Government. 


DEATH OF EUGENE SUE.—Eugene Sue 


died in Paris early in the morning of Aug 
Si. The bare fact of his decease is stated in 
the London papers, of the 4th instant.— 
Whether he died suddenly, or haJ fallen 
under prolonged disease, \ve are not inform- 
ed. Thus, in little more than i\ fortnight, 
France loses two of her distinguished men. 
Heranger died July 18. The Poet and the 
Xovelist, though their aims were not dis- 
similar, are scarcely to be compared. It 
may belong before Sue is forgotten, but the 
good Beranger will ahvavs live.

each line, after its success hud made it ev- 
erywhere the rage, he received nearly one 
do'llar, the line averaging about six words.

list of prohiuited Avurks in the Papal Terri- 
tories, but thousands of copis? were smug- 
gled into Italy, whil« over the rest, of Eu- 
rope.and in tiiis country its circulation ivas 
enormous.

never had so many readers. 


His next work was the ever-memorable 


Wandering Jen*. Who does not remem- 
ber the excitement which this romance pro. 
duced ? It was pubiisiied, like the Myster- 
ies of Paris, in numbers, and the appetite, 
whetted to very gluttony by the last install- 
ment, waited with feverish impatience the 
arrival of three or four new chapters by the 
next steamer. Sir Charles Lycll, then 
making his second journey in this country, 
could, as lie says, barely prosecute his geo- 
logical studies, owing to his interest in the 
fortunes of the seven heris, and his eager- 
ness to see the wonderful schemes of the 
Jesuit Jlodin defeated. 
The plot ol this 


Work is certainly immense, but its chief in- 
terest lies in the ruthless exposure of the 
machinations ot the Jesuits. It is highly 
colored, terribly melo-dramatic, but it holds 
the reader enchained and breathless.—

thos are scattered freely through it, but it is, 
I o say the ! «t of it, quite as objectionable on 
the score of morality as the Mysteries of 
Paris.

If farmers can afford to pay interest for 


anything it is for Barns. Long experience 
has convinced me that nearly or quite one 
half of the value of Hay is lost by being 
stacked out and fed to cattle in the open 
air. 


Besides, on -most farms, the actual cost of 


stacking hay is greater than the putting it 
into the barn. "When once in toe barn it is 
done with — not so when stacked out. 
A 


few drag loads, it is true, may be put in 
stack cheaper than it can be housed, but 
then there comes the topping, a slow and 
tedious job; the hanging off, the cutting 
round the bottom, and disposal for a second 
time of the hay so procured, and lastly the 
fencing. 
A large stock will waste in the 


weather on the surface at least one half a 
ton per year. To the depth of some inches 
the hay will always be injured more or less. 
The top will always be worthless, and more 
or less o!' the hay near the ground. If 
foddered out in the weather one third of 
the value of the remainder will be lost, by 
the wind passing through it, or blowing it 
away. It will frequently be trodden in the 
mire. Every rain will penetrate and injure 
;t whilst in the process of being foddered 
out. 


All these difficulties are removed by put- 


ting the hay in a barn in the first instance. 
Then, when the last fork-full is in, the rain 
may come and welcome, no topping up, or 
covering it with the hay-sheet to secure it. 
How pleasant does the shower sound in the 
ears of tiie farmer, that sometimes com- 
mences fairing just as his last load crosses 
the threshold of his barn door. How handy 
too, when the hay is not made quite enough 
to drive on to the floor a large load, and let 
it stand there until morning; before being 
moved which answers about as well as 
being cocked over night. 


Again, when winter comes how conven- 


ient as well as advantageous to have ample 
barn room for ev^ry hoof on the farm ; then 
let the storm rage as it may outside — the 
farmer can feed and attend to his cattle un- 
molested by the fury of the elements. How 
different from performing t.'.e same duty in 
the middle of a bleak field from the bottom 
of a stack immersed in a snow drift, or 
drenched with rain. 


I am convinced, after taking into consid- 


eration everything, that ten tons of hay 
placed in a barn at mowing time will give 
the farmer as much profit in the long run 
as twenty tons stacked out. So well con- 
vinced are farmers in some parts of the Uni- 
ted States of the benefit of baming their 


hay, that they cease mowing as soon as their 
barns arc filled, preferring that their re- 
maining grass should be fed on the ground 
to its being mowed and stacked out.
